The fierceness Of I he wild beast hardens 
and solidifies the lusk, while that 

of the domesticated elephant ia of no 

use for this purpose. Henry Adolph 
.Meyer, of Hamburg, Ceinianv, is the 
largest 'dealer , in ivory ill I be world. 
lie semis men int.. \s ia , Africa aud 
India to buy up supplies, and there 
are sales at public auction every three 
months in Loudon, which set, the 
standard for prices over the whole 
world." 

" How is i he ivory prepared, 

" For making into billard balls 
those pails of the lusks that are of 

sufficient diameter and perfectly solid 
are sawed into blocks representing the 
diameter of the ball, and are shipped 
|y to US in thai shape." 
On visiting the work shop it was 
found that these blooks are firsl put 
into a lathe and an ivorj harness-ring 

turned from the outer edges before 
work ia begun on the ball proper. 
After these rings arc taken off along 
with the "bark" of the tusk, an

Nearly 'J, 000 pupils hail hearing 

parents.' Some oi the latter had six 

deaf and dumb children, 678 pupils 
had silent relalions, and 1,431 had 

speaking ones. Twenty-nine deaf 
ami dumb parents had 65 silent ehil 

dren. Twelve silent men married to 

hearing women (Prof. Bell reeom- 
mis such) had 39 deaf and dumb 

children; 7 silent women, whoso hus- 
bands could bear, bad 10 deaf chil- 
dren. One pupil had I great grand- 
■ deaf and dumb, but grand 
parents and parents were sound; an- 
other bad 1 silent grandfather and 
his parents could hear, 
li will be seen that a great majority 

of i hose pupils had hearing parents; 

and the proposed bill prohibiting the 
intermarriage of deaf-mutes will cer- 
tainly not affect the ratio of deaf-mutes 

to bearing population, supposed to be 
one lo 1,500. According to that ratio 
there arc about 85,000 silent people in 
the United States, and about 1,000,- 

000 in the world. 

Wo don't agree wil h I'rof. Bell as 
lo the mixed school. Deaf-mutes 
should have institutions to 
elves. Strangely enough, semi- 
mutes are very generally married to 
deaf mules instead of bearing ones. 
We are safislied that the mama 

deaf-mutes is a natural and agreeable 

match, and thai hearing children 
would soon be useful to silent parents.
